History 

The  founder  of  the  East  Coulee  Mining  area  was  the 
late  J.  N.  Murray,  who  was  the  holder  of  consider- 
able freehold  coal  land  in  this  district.  He  sub- 
sequently sold  or  leased  his  coal  properties  to  some 
of  the  present  raining  companies;  other  mining  com-' 
panies  obtained  their  coal  properties  from  the  C.P.R. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway ' entered  what  is  now 
known  as  East  Coulee  in  1928,  but  did  not  open  for 
traffic  until  1929.

East  Coulee  hamlet  lies  along  the  banks  of  the  Red  De6r 
River; 'the  river  banks  are  fringed  with  willow  bushes, 
poplar,  balm  of  gilead  and  spruce  trees. 

There  is  fishing  for  pike,  pickeral,  and  goldeye,  in 
the  river.
